In The Com- 
moner to-morrow he will say: ‘‘ Some of 
the Democrats who have been indifferent 
to the trust question and the railroad 
question are now insisting that tariff re- 
form shall be made the paramount issue, 
and that other questions shall be rele- 
gated to the rear. Lest this demand shall 
deceive some of the rank and file of the 
party it may be well to recall a bit of 
history. The men who are so zealous now 


in their desire that consideration of the 
tariff shall exclude the consideration of 
all other questions had a chance in 1896 
to show their interest in this subject.

As- 
sistant Fire Marshal Brophy was on the 
scene. The fire was speedily extinguished, 
and upon examination it was discovered 
that elaborate plans had been made by 
some person to set fire to the house, Only 
a few articles of household furniture re- 
mained in the apartments, the walls and 
floors of which were liberally sprinkled 
with kerosene.

PORTUGAL NIPS 
PLOT FOR REPUBLIC 


Police Catch Conspirators Plan- 
ning Assassination of Pre- 
mier Franco. 
SUPPLY OF BOMBS FOUND 


Troops Put on Guard at Premier's 
House—Several but 
Many Plotters Escape. 


Arrests, 


LISBON, Jan. 23.—An abortive attempt 
to overthrow the monarchy and proclaim 
Portugal a republic was nipped in the 
bud last night by the prompt action of 
the Government. The plot was organized 
by a small group of advanced Repub- 
licans. 

Ags near as can be ascertained, the plan 
was to assassinate Premier Franco, and 
then depend for success upon street ris- 

i ngs, supported by secret, republican, and 
labor organizations, armed with bombs 
pnd revolvers. 

The conspirators intended to take ad- 
vantage of various festivities to carry out 
§he coup d'état. The royal family were 
at Villa Vicosa, entertaining the Duke of 
the Abruzzi, most of the army and navy 
officers who were in the city were at- 
tending a gala performance at the thea- 
tre, while many of the chief functionaries 
of State were present at a magnificent 
ball at one of the legations. 

The police discovered what was in the 
wind early in the evening and surrounded 
and raided a house where the ringleaders 
In the plot were conferring. When they 
broke in the doors the lights were extin- 
uished, and in the confusion that fol- 
ae most of the conspirators managed 
to make their escape. Several of them, 
bowever, were captured, including the 
leader, Joao Chagras, a Republican jour- 
hdlist, who was prominent in the Repub- 
lican revolt of 1891; Franca Borger, edi- 
tor of O Mundo, and a merchant of the 
hame of Grendella. A case of revolvers 
pnd bombs was found in the cellar. 

A general alarm was immediately sent 
put, and while the prisoners were being 
taken to jail troops began to appear from 
all directions. A squadron of cavalry was 
placed around Premier Franco’s house, 
pnd the night passed without further in- 
cident. 

From papers captured it was evident 
that the conspiracy was badly organized 
And premature. 

Premier Franco has established a rigor- 
pus censorship, so that details of the con- 
bpiracy may not be learned abroad. Out- 
gide of Lisbon no disturbances are re- 
ported. — 


28 PERSONS MISSING. 


Fate of a Boat from the Steamship 
Amsterdam Still Unknown. 


HOOK OF HOLLAND, Jan. 23.—No 
news has been received of the missing 
boat from the steamer Amsterdam, one 
bf several that put off from that vessel 
after the collision Tuesday night with 
the steamer Axminster. It is believed 
this boat has been carried south by the 
currents, and that she will make a land- 
nz somewhere on the coast. The heavy 
fog, which still continues, has interfered 
with the search for the missing craft. It 
earries twenty-eight persons, of whom 
twenty-one are passengers. It is said to 
be well provisioned. 

At the time of the collision the Amster- 
dam was coming from Harwich with 
fifty-six passengers on board. Most of 
the passengers and crew were transferred 
pbafely to the Axmister.

EARTHQUAKE IN CALABRIA. 


Inhabitants Greatly Alarmed, Fearing 
Repetition of October's Devastation. 


REGGIO DI CALABRIA, Jan. 23.—Sev- 
eral strong earthquake shocks have been 
felt in this province to-day. The inhabi- 
tants, recalling the devastation wrought 
by the earthquake of last October, are in 
a condition of frenzied panic, Up to the 
present time no report of loss of life has 
been received, but a good deal of damage 
has been done to public buildings and res- 
idences. 

The shocks were particularly severe at 
| the villages of Bianco, Brancaleone, Bruz- 
jzano, and Ferruzzano. Screaming and 

terrified, the people rushed from their 


houses to the open fields, or took refuge 
in the near-by subterranean grottos. 

Notwithstanding the intense cold, the 
people are camping in the open. The mu- 
nicipal authorities have set up tents in 
the fields which to some extent will alle- 
viate the sufferings. 


Court of Honor Finds Him Gulltless— 
Lynar Sentenced to Jail. 


POTSDAM, Jan. 23.—The Military Court 
of Honor ordered by Emperor William to 
try Gen. Count von Hohenau, formerly an 
Adjutant to the Emperor and commander 
of the Guard Corps, and Major Count Jo- 
hannes Lynar completed its hearing to- 
day. 

Count Lynar was found gullty of abus- 
ing his authority on six counts, four of 
which related to insults to subordinates, 
and on five other counts charging moral 
lapses, and was sentenced to fifteen 
months in jail. Count von Hohenau was 
acquitted.

CZAR'S OPPONENTS 


Army Chiefs Arrayed Against 
Proposal to Spend $500,- 
000,000 on the Navy. 


CABINET ALSO OPPOSED 


| Octobrists Told the Duma Will Be Dis- 
solved if Emperor’s Desires 
Are Not Followed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 25.—The con- 
flict between the Emperor and the Duma 
over the naval programme, which entails 
an expenditure of $500,000,000, is steadily 
developing in a direction favorable to the 
realization of the Emperor’s ambitions. 

The scheme which M. Kokovsoff, the 

Minister of Finance, privately declared 
spelled ruin to Russian finance has met 
opposition in upexpected quarters. At a 
meeting held last week of the Council 
of Imperial Defense, under the Presiden- 
| cy of Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaie- 
vitch, representatives of the army opened 
a regular campaign against the pro- 
gramme. The Grand Duke himself de- 
clared that, in his opinion, the navy was 
in an anarchical state and a hotbed of 
mutinies, unworthy to be intrusted with 
such enormous sums for new construc- 
tion. 

The Cabinet, which almost unanimousty 
opposes the naval programme, has pri- 
vately passed the hint among the con- 
servatives in the Duma, encouraging the 
fullest discussion against the programme 
in order to influence the Emperor, whose 
mind hitherto has appeared to be set on 
its fulfillment. 

A brother of Premier Stolypin’s, in an 
article in The Novoe Vremya, bitterly 
arraigns the lethargy of the Admiralty 
and declares that $40,000,000 now included 
in the yearly budget of the navy is 
thrown to waste. It would be much bet- 
ter, he says, to abolish the fleet alto- 
gether, devoting this sum to schools and 
other uses. He accuses the Admiralty of 
putting forward a programme involving 
great expenditure without possessing the 
vaguest idea of up-to-date naval design 
and construction technique. 

The Emperor :'s preparing a discourse in 
favor of the programme which he will 
deliver before an audience of Octoberists 
early in February. Count Avaroff one 
of the Octoberist leaders, in an interview 
says that his party has been given to un- 
derstand that the Duma will be dissolved 
if the programme is rejected; neverthe- 
less he believes that a majority of the 
Octoberists are determined to vote against 
the Government, 


JAPANESE CABINET WINS. 


Motion of Censure Defeated In Lower 
House by Close Vote. 


TOKIO, Jan. 23—A motion to censure 


the Government, chiefly on account of 
alleged faulty financial measures, was 
defeated in the lower house of the Diet 
to-day by 177 votes to 168. The debate 
on the motion, which lasted for three 
hours and a half, turned entirely on the 
budget, no mention belng made of the 
emigration question nor of the Govern- 
ment’s policy thereon. 

An unusual feature of the vote was the 
ccmbination of the representatives of the 
Progressives with the Daido Club and the 
Yuoko Wai party. The combination rep- 
resented a determined effort upon the 
part of the “outs” to defeat the Gov- 
ernment and force the resignation of the 
Cabinet. Their failure insures the Cab- 


inet’s remaining in rs and the proba- 
ble passage of the budget. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The general 
understanding here is that the opposi- 
tion to the Japanese Government in the 
Diet is directed mainly against the taxa- 
tion proposed i 4 the existing Ministry 
and the large increases in Army and 
i Navy expenditures. It is in general a 
revolt against the expansion idea so 
revalent in many parts of Japan at this 
me. 


JUDICIARY AT WHITE HOUSE. 


President and Mrs. Roosevelt Give 
Second of the State Receptions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The second of 
the series of State receptions was given at 
the White House by the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt this evening in honor of 
the judiciary. The wives of the members 
of the Cabinet, with the exception of Mrs. 
William H. Taft, wife of the Secretary of 
War, and Miss Willson, daughter of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, were in the re- 
ceiving line. 

The specially invited guests were re- 
ceived in the Blue Room. Notwithstand- 
ing the inclement weather, there was a 
large attendance. 


ABANDON JERSEY MINE, 


Villagers Leave Hibernia Fearing 
Earth Shocks Precede a Cave-in. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MORRISTOWN, N., J., Jan. 23.—Fearing 
an accident at the Glendon and Andover 
mines, at Hibernia because of the un- 
usual rumbling sounds in the mines, the 
officials of the Wharton Steel Company 
to-day decided to abandon the mines, and 
as a result 300 persons have been thrown 
out of work. All work in the mines has 
been at a standstill for several days be- 
cause of earth shocks. These were dis- 
tinctly felt on Saturday, and have so in- 
creased in the last two days that mining 
experts declare an earthquake of some 
magnitude is probable. 

Terrified residents about the mines are 
preparing to move away, fearing they 
may be engulfed. Many have alread 
gone, and the little mining village, whic 
a week ago was full of activity, looks 
deserted. ast night a force of men were 
at work taking out the pumps and mining 
machinery. They were unable to enter the 
mines to any distance, as there have been 
many cave-ins, burying valuable machin- 
ery and rolling stock. The Glendon mine 
is one of the oldest in this vicinity and 
was formerly the property of the Glendon 
Iron Company. It was acquired by Joseph 
Wharton about ten years ago, as was the 
Andover mine. Both were profitable. The 
ore obtained from the mines was of a 
high class and in demand throughout the 
country. 


CALIFORNIANS WON’T HELP. 


Decline to Assist in Manning the Coast 
Defense Guns. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 28.—The 
Times to-day prints a story to the effect 
that the California militia has refused to 
respond to the request of the National 
Government to assist in manning the 
coast defense guns in practice,

of the militia is quoted as saying: ‘I do 
not believe such practice is a Benefit to 
us.

WAITING FOR THE FLEET. 


Warm Welcomes Promised at All the 
Ports Our Ships Will Visit. 


RIO JANEIRO, Jan. 23.—Evidence of 
the interest In the passage of the fleet 
of American battleships around South 
America is found in the telegraphic re- 
ports received here of the various prep- 
arations to meet and welcome the visit- 
ing ships of war. 

From Buenos Ayres it is announced 
that the Argentine Minister of Marine, 
Admiral Betbeder, is at Bahia Blanca 
inspecting the squadron of cruisers that 
will put out to sea and greet Rear Ad- 
miral Evans and his command off Cape 
Corrientes, 

From Montevideo, Uruguay, E. C. 
O’Brien, the American Minister, and 
some of the most prominent members of 
the American colony will go to Punta 
Arenas, in the Strait of Magellan, and 
meet the fleet there. This party will 
travel in a specially chartered steamer, 

In view of the expected arrival of the 
American fleet at Callao the police force 
is organizing a special corps of men who 
speak English to do patrol duty while 
the vessels are in port. 


TUG HOME THROUGH STRAITS. 


Captain of the Katherine Moran Says 
It Will Be Easy for Fleet. 


After a trip of about 11,616 miles in a 
tiny tugboat from New York through the 
Strait of Magellan to Panama, Capt. Wiil- 
fam H. Phillips, Engineer John Spurr, 
and seven men, who comprised part of the 
crew of the Katherine Moran, arrived 
yesterday on the steamer Panama from 
Colon. The Katherine Moran followed 
the route to be taken by Admiral Evans's 
fleet, but on account of her small size 
and draught she wag able to negotiate 
shallow channels, and thus cut off many 
miles. 

On Oct. 23 the Moran, sold to the Pan- 
ama Canal Commission, sailed from New 
York. She consumed seventy-six days on 
the voyage, but made seven ports of call, 
so that she was actually under way only 
fifty-three days. She averaged 219.6 Knots 
a day, 9.13 an hour, and burned 610 tons 
of coal. 

After Capt. Phillips and his crew had 
arrived at Panama on Jan. 9 the repre 


sentatives of the Canal Commission 
turned them over to the Panama Railroad 
for transit across the Isthmus. The offi- 
cials of the road declared that they had 
nothing to do with them, but that their 
care was - to the commission. In con- 
sequence of this entanglement of Gov- 
ernmental red tape the men had nothing 
to eat from 9 A. M. of the day they 
came ashore until 2 P. M. the next day, 
when they took a train to Colon. Once 
there, they were transferred to the Pan- 
ama and fed until the vessel sailed. 

The Moran is only ninety feet long 
and 154 tons register, and as her upper 
works were boarded up, she weathered 
several considerable storms. Capt. Phil- 
lips said that the battleship fleet would 
have no trouble in making the passage 
of the strait, especially at this time, when 
it is Summer and the hours of daylight 
are long. 

The Katherine Moran was bullt at Phila- 
delphia four years ago. She will now be 
used by the Government for towing. The 
Government paid $58,000 for her. Chief 
Engineer McAllister and four men re- 
mained with her. 


PACIFIC COAST SAFE. 


Our Battle Fleet Superior to Any 
Probable Enemy, Metcalf Says. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—That there is 
little danger of a war that would affect 
the Pacific Coast is the opinion of Secre- 
tary Metcalf, He made a report to the 
Benate to-day in response to a Senate 
resolution concerning the advisability of 
having two torpedo boat destroyers for 
Puget Sound and one for Gray’s Harbor. 


Secretary Metcalf, in Pert, said: 

“Assuming the possibility of war, it 
would be a gross violation of the first 
principles of eraseey for any Nation to 
send a strong naval expedition to operate 
at a great distance from its sources of 
supply and repair, until the main battle 
fleet of the United States had been re- 
duced, and since our battle fleet is su- 
perior to any probable enemy on the Pa- 
cific, the theatre of war might not be 
expected to reach the coast for an indefi- 
nite time, In case of war the only opera- 
tions which would probably affect the 
coast would be in the nature of raids 
by small forces, which would doubtless 
have an unimportant bearing on the out- 
come of the war.” 


FLOOD EMPTIES TENEMENT. 


Water Main Breaks, Undermining It, 
and Tenants Are Ousted. 


Eight families were driven out and sev- 
eral hundred dollars’ worth of goods de- 
stroyed or damaged last night by the 
bursting of a twenty-inch water main at 
Hudson and Gkhnsevoort Streets. The 
flood from the broken main poured into 
the basement of the four-story tenement 
at 40 Gansevoort Street, and after filling 
that and overflowing so that it under- 
mined both the supports of the building 
and the sidewalk around it, poured away 
down Gansevoort, Greenwich, and Little 
West Twelfth Streets, 

At 38 Gansevoort Street, in front of the 
commission house of A. 8S. Blair & Co., 
the flood of water met with a dam in the 
shape of some heavy water main tubing, 
which was stacked in the street and 
turned aside enough to let about three 
feet of water into the basement of the 
ees house, ruining $200 worth of 
goods. 

Policeman Holch of the Charles Street 
Station notified his station, and through 
it the Building and Water Departments. 
Inspector Raub of the Buildin Depart- 
ment, Engineer W. 8. Ryan of the Water 
Department, and Capt. Baldwin with the 
reserves of the Charles Street Station 
were soon on the scene. After examin- 
ing the building at 40 Gansevoort Street 
Inspector Raub ordered the police to oust 
the eight families living in the building. 
They trooped out with their bedclothes, 
and put up with neighbors. 

Ryan brought twenty men from the 
Water Department, who started to repair 
the break.

METZ SAYS CITY 
NEEDS BOOSTING 


New Yorkers the Only Ones Who 
Don’t Brag About Their Town, 
He Tells Boost Club. 


RIVAL BOOMS CHEERED 


Applause for Taft Drowned Out by the 
Supporters of Gov. Hughes’s Can- 
didacy at Club’s Dinner, 


** Boost New York for all you’re worth,” 
was Controller Herman A. Metz’s advice 
to the members of the Boost Club at their 
fourth annual dinner last night at the 
Hotel Astor. “This town needs boosting 
the worst way,” he said, “and it ought 
to be boosted. It is the greatest city in 
the United States or any other country, 
and spends more money every year for 
the improvement of itself and its citizens 
than many of the countries of the world 
combined. You go to Boston or Philadel- 
phia, or half a dozen other cities that I 
could name, and if you say the place is 
the real thing, everybody will agree with 
you. 

“In New York we are different. We 
say the place is all right, but we are 
perfectly aware of all its faults. Over 
in Brooklyn where I come from we have 
the biggest bunch of knockers in the 
world. I want you to ccme over there 
and start a branch of this club at once. 
Few of you know how great a city we live 
in. We have docks that have earned $55,- 
000,000 over their cost since consolidation. 
We have a public school system that 
costs $28,000,000 every year, and we take 
a child from the primary with his slate 
and pencil and send him through all the 
branches of schooling until he is turned 
out of the City College with a degree 
without a cent of expense to himself or 
his family.” 

Mr. Metz had a bit to say about public 

sentiment. Old vox popull, he called it. 
. “In my two years tn office,”’ he said, “I 
have learned that when public sentiment 
gets on the job there is a nigger in the 
woodpile somewhere.” 

The Controller also put up an urgent 
plea for the increase of the salaries of 
city employes. ‘‘There are many men 
working for the City Government,” said 
he, “* for $2,000 that are worth $10,000, and 
Others that are getting $10,000 that are 
worth about $1,500."" 

In opposition to the views of the Con- 
troller, Dr. James E. Russell, Dean of 
Teachers’ College,. criticised the public 
school system of the city and country in 
the strongest terms. ‘Our school system 
has grown into an aristocratic institu- 
tion,” said he. ‘‘ Where is its equality of 
opportunity? It ts devised especially for 
those children who will go on through 
the preparatory schools and colleges. 
What about the children who are obliged 
to leave school at the age of 10 or 12 to 
help earn the bread for the family? There 
are 18,000,000 children in the public schools 
of this country and fully 10,000,000 of 
them will have to leave school at the age 
of 12 and go out and attempt to earn their 
owr livelihood, How shall we give them 
an opportunity to do this? It will never 
be done until some form of industrial or 
commercial training is put into our 
schools, We must give every child an 
opportunity for decent American citizen- 
ship, and do for every boy and girl what 
the favored few receive to-day.” 

At the opening of the speaking, Charles 
B.. Moore, the Festive Booster of the club, 
proposed a toast to President Roosevelt, 
and the result developed into a shouting 
match between Hughes and Taft boomer 
Three rousing cheers were given for the 
President, and then some one shouted: 
“Three cheers for Hughes!” They were 
given with a will, many of the diners 
standing on their chairs and waving their 
napkins in the air. As the excitement be- 
gan to subside, a party at a table over tn 


the corner began to cheer for Taft Then 
the Hughes men got at it again, and the 
Taft supporters were snowed under. 

Seth Low was the first speaker. He was! 
warmly applauded and spoke on the mean- 
ing of the club, pointing out Webster and 
Edward Everett Hale as the two great 
boosters of American history. 

Norman Hapgood advocated a continu- 
ance of the spirit of criticism. “It has 
not gone half far enough yet,” said he. 

We should be proud of this wave of in- 
vestigation and hope that it will gO on 
until its purpose has been fully accom- 
plished. It would be a pity if this little 
panic that we have had should dull the 
sense of the American people to the moral 
reforms that they have started.” 

The Rev. Dr. Hugh Birckhead, rector of 
St. George’s Episcopal Church, paid a 
tribute to Tammany Hal! in saying: “I 
admire it because it has got hoid of the 
principle that every reformer must learn— 
that of thinking with the people instead 
of for them.’’

As a result of the meeting, {t is ex- 
pected that all the possible entrants 
among the American manufecturers will 


be finally determined by the end of this 
week. he Thomas car was represented 
by Montague Roberts and the personal 
representative of Harry 8. Haupt, the 
Maxwell-Briscoe Company was represent- 
ed b . J. Hanley and frnest Coler, 
the te Company was represented by 
W. 8. Shearman, the Corbin Motor Vehi- 
ele Company by Phil Stillman, and the 
Reo Motor Company by the representa- 
tive of R. M. Owen.

He also subpoenaed Will- 
jam M. Ivins, the special counsel of the 
Public Service Commission while it was 
investigating the traction companies, and 
Col. Willam M, Amory, ex-Secretary of 
the Third Avenue Railroad, who brought 
charges to the attention of Mr. Jerome in 
1903 in connection with the management 
of the traction companies.

TAWNEY’S PROPHECY 


Government's Estimates for the 
Next Fiscal Year Must 
Be Reduced. 


TELLER DEFENDSCORTELYOU 


Replies to Stone’s Charge That De- 
posits of Relief Currency Were Un- 
fairly Made, Favoring the East. 


Speciat to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—The state of 
the Federal Treasury, which Mr, Tawney 
of Minnesota says is threatened with a 
big deficit, the recent financial flurry, 


and the methods of transacting business | proved some time ago by Judge 


in the Treasury Department interested 
the Senate and House to-day, 

Chairman Tawney of the Committee on 
Appropriations called up for considera- 
tion by the House the Urgent Deficiency 
Appropriation bill, which carries a total 
appropriation of $24,074,460, 

Mr, Tawney sald that on the face of the 
estimates submitted to Congress for the 
mext fiscal year the country was con- 
fronted with a certain deficit of $100,000,- 
000. These estimates would have to be 
materially reduced. 

“The total estimates submitted tn the 
book of estimates at the beginning of this 
season for the fiscal year 1909 aggregate 
in round numbers $997,000,000," he said, 
“while the Secretary of the Treasury itn 
his report estimates that the annual re- 
eceipts of the Government for the next 
fiscal year will be $875,123,011.30 So that 
in the face of these estimates it appears 
that the estimated ordinary expenses ex- 

sot the estimated revenues $118,826,- 


“The principal increases asked for are 
for the army and navy, aggregating $100,- 
000,000, The appropriations last year for 
fortifications, Military Academy, naval! 
and pension bills, amounted to $339,563,~ 
880.87. The estimates for the same pur- 

ose this year aggregate $406,011,216.78, | 

eing a net increase of $73,447,412.11. This 
does not include the estimates for the 
conduct of the Army and Navy Depart- 

ents in Washington nor for soldiers’ 
homes, armories and arsenals, or proposed 
enlargements of military ports amount- 
ing to more than $21,000,000. These sums 
do not include any sum on account of the 
construction of the four additional battle- 
ships urged by the President nor any 
items for increasing the pay of the men 
and officers in the army.” . 


Tariff for Revenue. 


The tariff question was adverted to by 
Mr. Davis of Minnesota, who wanted to 
know if Republican tariff revision would 
increase or decrease the revenues. Mr. 
Tawney replied: “One thing is certain. 
Republican revision would be along lines 
to bring revenue enough to pay all ex- 
penses of the Government.” 

Mr, Tawney’s warning was sefzed upon 
by Mr. Underwood of Alabama as the text 
for a lengthy discussion of the recent 
financial depression. Mr. Underwood said 
that so far as the Republican Party was 
working for the prosperity of the country, 
it had dissolved partnership with God, 
**becausoe all that the Almighty has pro- 
duced in this country has béen lavished 
bountifully upon it, and only the Republic. 
an Party has failed in its part of the part- 
nership.’’ 


Teller Defends Cortelyou. 


In the Senate, Senator Teller of Colo- 
rado, a Democratic member of the Senate 
Finance Committee, surprised his political | 
opponents and créated considerable agita- 
tion among his colleagues of the minority 
by entering the arena as the defender of 
Beoretary Cortelyou, the New York banks, 
and the rich men of the financial centre 
for the part they played in averting a 
disastrous panic during the money strin- 
gency. 

The remarks of this veteran Senator 
came at the close of a speech by Senator 
Stone of Missouri in support of his reso- 
jution that the Committee on Finance 
ascertain whether moneys of the United 
States placed by the Secretary of the

Mr. Stone read from official statements

Mr. Stone thought that if there had 
been a more equitable distribution of the | 
unds of the Government the National 
Pank of Commerce of Kansas City would 
no} have failed. 

“In spite of all this,” he sald, “the 
areooe from the West here are cry- 
ng ‘Hallelujah to Roosevelt!’ and are 
calling for a continuance of his policies,” 


Fault of Western Banks. 


“It has been the fault of these Western 
and Southern banks that they have been 
deprived of the use of their money,” said 
Senator Teller. 

“I am not a particular admirer of our 
financial system. I am not particularly 
fond of the Secretary of the Treasury. It 
is my opinion, nevertheless, that he could 
not have served the country better during 
the recent money famine than by putting 
the Government money into New York 
.banks. It was just as much to the inter- 
est of the West as to the East that the 


integrity of the New York banks should 
be protected.” 


HIS TOBACCO “UNION MADE.” 


Ohio Man Tells Government Inquisitor 
How He Dodges Order. 


Contrary tar expectation the hearings 
in the Federal sult against the American 
Tobacco Company for alleged violations 
eof the Sherman anti-trust law were re- 
eumed in this city yesterday when it was 
found that John W. Pinkerton, President 
of the Pinkerton Tobacco Company of 
Zanesville, Ohio, who was to have testi- 
fied in Cincinnati, was here. Mr. Pinker- 
ton told how his business had been in- 
corporated in 1900, and how a three 
quarters interest in it had been sold for 
cash to the Continental Tobacco Com- 
pany in 18038. 

Lawyer MacReynolds for the Govern- 
ment read several letters from Mr. Pinkere 
ton to officials of the American Company, 
In one of them he said that the use of 
the union label by independents had made 
{t a badge of cheapness. The label was 
taken away from Mr. Pinkerton, but he 
testified that he still advertised his goods 
as “union made,” and felt himself justi- 
fied in so doing because he had always 
paid union wages. 

Mr. Pinkerton admitted sending letters 
to J. P. Williams of the American Tobacco 
Company, care of Madison Square Sta- 
tion, this city, and said this was done to 
prevent the Zanesville Post Office clerks 
and his own employes from knowing of 
his connection with the American Com- 
pany.

Mozart's ** Don Giovanni” was given for 
the first time this season at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last evening. It was 
under the direction of Gustav Mahler, and 
it was the second production that he has 
had charge of since he came to New York. 
The cast contained familiar figures. Mme. 
Sembrich was the Zerlina, one of the most 
perfect and wholly charming embodiments 
of this part that it ig the fortune of the 
present generation of operagoers to enjoy, 
and given last evening with delightful 
beauty of voice ang style and the fullness 
of grace and humor that irradiates all her 
assumption of comic parts. 

Mr. Scotti as Don Giovanni has long 
been familiar and long admired at the 
Metropolitan, superbly voicing the music 
that falls to his share, and presenting a 
wholly characteristic portrait of the dis- 
solute nobleman. There was Mme. Gadski 
as Donna Elvira. She was not in her 
best voice, as it seemed, but her singing 
had much nobility and beauty of tone. 

Mr. Bonci, for the first time at the 
Metropolitan, was seen as Don Ottavio; 
but he compelled admiration at the rival 
house last season for his assumption of 
this part, which he sang there with a per- 
fection of vocalism and a purity of style 
that had not been heard from the mouth 
of Dun Ottavio for a ccnsiderable time in 
New York, and they were gladly wel- 
comed as an important feature of this 
performance. 

Mr. Dufriche was the Masetto, a more 
important undertaking than any that has 
been intrusted to him in recent years here, 
and, as the event proved, one in which he 
could not reach the level of most of his 
companions in the cast, for neither in 
voice nor in action was he equal to the 
requirements of the character. Mr. Blass 
Was well suited to the demands made upon 
him as the Commendatore. 

New to this public was Mme. Eames’s 
impersonation as Donna Anna and Mr. 
Chaliapine’s as Leporello. Mme. Eames 
was apparently somewhat ill at ease in 
this difficult part. She did not show all 
the tragic power by which the character 
is to be made truly impressive, and she 
sang her great aria, ‘‘ Or sal, che |’onore,”’ 
with some effort and with lapses from the 
true pitch. Yet there can be no doubt but 
that she will ‘‘ find herself’’ in this char- 
acter when she attains a greater familiar- 
ity with it and possesses herself more 
fully of its requirements. 

Mr. Chaliapine’s Leporello was awaited 


with some trepidation by those who have} 


seen and heard what he has done in other 
operas in which he has given his ideas of 


operatic comedy full play. He showed 
more restraint in his manifestation of ec- 
centricity than he has before; but he 
failed to give here all the comic gusto, all 
the rich rascality that belong to Don Gio- 
vanni’s able assistant in ill-doing. These 
are not to be bodied forth by the methods 
of broad farce, but rather by the appre- 
ciation of the resourcefulness, the impu- 
dence, the adaptability, that the servant 
has learned from the master. Mr. Chalia- 
pine’s Leporello is too rustic and unkempt 
tor so elaborate a schemer as Don Gio- 
vanni. And his singing of the music did 
not show the highest qualities either of 
voice or of style. 

Much was expected of Mr. Mahler’s di- 
rection of the performance, which he con- 
trolled and dominated with results that 
were in many ways admirable. The most 
significant feature of it was in the mat- 
ter of tempo, which in several places dif- 
fered from what lovers of Mozart's mas- 
terpiece here are accustomed to. Some 
of his tempos were hastened, some were 
kept back; thus, in the duet between Don 
Giovanni and Zerlina, the ‘ La ci darem ”’ 
was quicker than it is usually taken, and 
the succeeding ‘* Andiamo” much slower— 
and the result in this case, as in some 
others, did not carry conviction. 

He presented the opera in two acts, as 
the composer wrote it, instead of dividing 
{t into four, as is usualiy done. But 
this required some noisy scene shifting in 
the back that sometimes wrought injury 
to the music that was going on in front. 
In the ballroom scene he at last attained 
thé result that has long been waited for 
and never quite achieved, The three 
orchestras upon the stage really played 
the music that is allotted to them, and 


the dancers really danced the separate ! 


dances separately—nobles and commons 
each their own. 

Mr. Mahler himself played the accom- 
paniments of the secco recitatives as the 
conductor was expected to do in Mozart's 
own day. For this purpose he had an at- 
tachment to the pianoforte that gave a 
somewhat exaggerated 
tone of the harpsichord—an exaggeration 
perhaps necessary in a house of the size 
of the Metrepolitan. Mr. Mahler used a 
small orchestra, and there was much that 
was delightful in the finish and point of 
the phrasing and the elasticity of much 
of the orchestra's playing.

PROF. MACDOWELL 
DIES AT FORTY-SIX 


* 
Foremost of American Composers 


Had Suffered a Long 
ilIness. 


FAMILY AT HIS DEATH BED 


Sonata Eroica Hie Best-Known Work, 
but He Composed Many Songs 
and Piano Pleces. 


Edward MacDowell, foremost of Ameri- 
can composers, died last night at 8 o'clock 
at the Westminster Hotel, after a long 
illness. With him when he died were his 
wife, his father and mother, Thomas F. 
and Mrs. Frances M. MacDowell, the lat- 
ter’s sisters, the Misses Nevins, and the 
physician, Dr. L. L. Danforth. 

In the Spring of 1905 MacDowell suf> 
fered from a nervous collapse, from which 
he never recovered. Both his body and 
mind had been affected. Since then he 
had been more dead than alive to all ex- 
cept a few close friends. He had divided 
his time, under the care of his wife, be- 
tween a Summer home at Peterborough, 
N. HL, and New York. Since he returned 
to town last Fall his health had failed 
rapidly, and during the last few days all 
hope of ultimate recovery was abandoned. 

he composer was born in New York on 
Dec. 16, 1861. He studied in Paris and 
Frankfort-on-Main. When he returned to 
this country in 1888 and took up his home 
in Boston, he was already famous as a 
composer of orchestral, piano, and vocal 
music. In 1896 he became head of the 
departrhent of music at Columbia Uni- 
versity and remained there until 1904. In 
1897-8 he was President of the American 
Society of Musicians and Composers. 

His important eworks include at least 
two orchestral suites, one of which was 
played by the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
at its latest New York concert; two piano 
concertos, two piano sonatas, several 
Suites for the plano, and many songs. 

A MacDowell Association was founded 
some time ago to raise a fund to insure 
the comfort of the composer, following 
his breakdown, and to establish a home 
for musicians as a memorial at his home 
in Peterborough. Money has been raised 
for this fund by MacDowell concerts given 
in various parts of the world. 


Mrs. Collord Dies in Egypt. 
News was received here last night of 
the sudden death yesterday of Mrs. 
Martha Fiske Collord, wife of George W. 
Collord of this city, in Shepheard’s Hotel, 
Cairo, Egypt. She left this country last 
Fall to spend the Winter abroad with her 


husband. 

She married Mr. Collord itn 1894, two 
years after the death of her first husband, 
Josiah M. Fiske, the well-known grain 
merchant, and since her second marriage 
she had divided her time between her 
Winter home at 884 Fifth Avenue and her 
Summer place in Newport, R. I. She was 
very charitable and gave largely to the 
erection of the Fiske dormitory at Bar- 
nard College. 


Calvin Bruce Walker. 

Calvin Bruce Walker, who had been con- 
nected for many years with the Presby- 
terlan Organization in this city, dled yes- 
terday at his home, 14 West 127th Street. 
He was born in Wilmington, Ohio, and ed- 
ucated as a lawyer. As a young man he 


went to Richmond, Ind., where he became 
active in Republican politics. He was 
{made a Deputy Pension Commissioner, and 
while in that post wrote a ‘“‘ Treatise on 
Pension Law” which 1s still an authority 
in Washington, and also a “ Digest of 
Pension Law." He was a member of Dr. 
Parkhurst’s Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, and Dr. Parkhurst will officiate 
at the funeral services. 


Gen. Jules Louls Lewal Dead.

Gen. Lewal served with distinction In

FOR 
REVOLUTION SEIZED 


2,000 Rifles, $800,000 in Paper 
Money, and 200,000 Rounds 
of Ammunition Held Up. 


OUR CONSUL DISMISSED 


Charies Miot Is Sald to Have Been 
Concerned In the Outbreak— 
Fermin’s Agent in Jail. 


It became known yesterday that the 
arrest in this city last Monday of José 
&t. Pierre Giardani, charged with coun- 
terfeiting Haftian money, was more im- 
portant than it seemed at that time. It 
appears that Giordani was a New York 
agent of the latest insurrection in Haiti, 
which is not altogether at an end yet. 
The United States Government has also 
seized here 2,000 rifles, 200,000 rounds of 
ammunition, and $800,000 in revolutionary 
money. 

Charles Miot, United States Consul at 
8t. Marc, Haiti, has been summarily dis- 
missed for alleged complicity in the revo- 
lutionary movement. The connection of 
nine men in Haiti with the insurrection 
there has been exposed. All but one of 
them are Corsicans, as is Giordani. The 
story of the arrest of Giordani here, with 
all the manifestations of the revolutionary 
plans, is another chapter of South Amer- 
ican romance. 

The United States Secret Service men 
ran across Glordani’s alleged connection 
with the Haitian insurrection accidentally. 
About six months ago Gov. Magoon, in 
charge of the provisional Government in 
Cuba, thought he detected signs of a rev- 
olution on that island. An investigation 
showed that it was not at all serious, but 
the Secret Service men found that Gtor- 
dani, who had been in New York most of 
the last five or six years, was connected 
with important interests in Haiti and 
Santo Domingo. 

In 1902, as the financial representative 
of the Haitian revolutionary movement, 
Giordani had had printed by the Ham- 
ilton Bank Note Company $1,500,000 of 
yellow-backed bills. About one-half of 
that amount was shipped to Gen. Fermin, 
who was in the field with his revolution- 
ary troops at the time of the shipment, 
but who was out of the field when they 
got to him. The new bills that reached 
Haiti were burned. 

Since that time the other half of the 
yellow-backed bills have lain in a New 
York warehouse. These bills 
closely resemble the paper money of the 
existing Constitutional Government pre- 
sided over by President Alexis. But they 
bore the legend, ‘‘ Government of Haiti,”’ 


since it was expected that the revolu-| 


tionary leaders for whom they were made 
would soon be the Government of Haiti. 
On Dec. 29, according to papers found 


fn the Corsican’s possession by the Secret | 


Service men here, Giordani received a 
message, presumably from Gen. Fermin 
or his representatives, instructing him to 
ship the arms, ammunition, and “ shoes” 
to Haiti. A place, it is supposed, had al- 
ready been arranged for landing them. 

On Jan. 4 Giordani notified the Ham- 
burg-American line that ‘Merriam & 
Co.” wished to ship sixteen cases of 
* structural iron ’’ to Haiti by the steam- 
er Graecia, which left on Jan. 8 There 
were 2,000 rifles in these cases. On Jan. 
6 Giordani notified the steamship com- 
pany that “ Merriam & Co.’’ would add 
thirty-one cases of *“‘ cement” to the con- 
signment, These barrels were later found 
to have false compartments at their tops 
and bottoms containing cement, but the 
bulk of the interior space was taken up 
with 200,000 rounds of ammunition for the 
rifles. Four smaller cases contained $80,- 
000 worth of the revolutionary yellow- 
back bills. 

The Secret Service men had been keep- 
ing watch on Giordani’s movements. .The 
Collector of the Port ordered the steam- 
ship company not to forward the goods 
received from “ Merriam & Co.”’ That was 
done the day the goods were sent to the 

ier. There was a Secret Service man on 

@ pier when they arrived. 

The next day Giordani went to the Cus- 
tom House to swear to a description of 
the goods to be sent. He wouldn't answer 
all the questions asked and went away. 
And on Jan. 8, the day the Graecia sailed, 
he had the boxes sent back to the ware- 
house. On Jan. 18, two of the boxes con- 
taining the yellowback bills were removed 
from the warehouse to Giordani’s office, 
near the Custom House. That was on 
Saturday. All the rifles, ammunition, ane 
yellowbacks were seized by the United 
States Government. 

‘Merriam & Co.,’” which does not exist, 
had wanted to consign the “ structural 
iron’’ and ‘‘cement” to Gonaives, Haiti. 
The Graecia was due there on Jan. 16. It 
was just about that date when the most 
recent revolution broke out. And a dis- 
pers yesterday told how Gen. Fermin 

ad put in at Gonaives on Wednesday, but 
had been driven away. 

Last Monday Giordani was arrested, 
charged with counterfeiting. He was ar- 
ralgngd before Commissioner Shields. 
Theré is,a United States law which makes 
it a crime to engrave or circulate bills in 
the “similitude’’ of a friendly nation. 
Because the yellowbacks had on them 
“Government of Haiti” it was argued 
that Giordani came under the law. 

Commissioner Shields granted an ad- 
journment until Jan. 28 to give the pris- 
oner time to consider the charges against 
him. His bail was fixed at $7,500. He 
could not get a bondsman, and was 
locked up:

New Jersey Autoists Believe Gov. 
Fort Will Favor More Rea- 
sonable Legislation. 


TOURING LENIENCY HEEDED 


Proposed Changes to Be Announced at 
Auto Club Dinner In Newark Next 
Month—Outlook in New York. 


Two important developments that have 
recently occurred in New Jersey have 


led the autoists who have been working | 


for more reasonable motor legislation in 
that State to believe that their efforts 
will meet with success at the hands of 
the present Legislature. One of these is 
the appointment of a new State Highway 
Commissioner by Gov. Fort, Col. Fred- 
erick Gilkeyson having been named to 
succeed ex-Senator Elijah C. Hutchinson, 
The other is the acceptance of an invita- 
tion by Gov. Fort to attend the annual 
dinner on Feb. 6 in Newark of the New 
Jersey Automobile and Motor Club, the 
largest organization of its kind in the 
State. President W. H. Hotchkiss of the 
American Automobile Association has/| 
promised to be present, and one of the! 


subjects that will be seriously discussed | 
will be the proposed changes in the New | 
Jersey law. Gov. Fort has shown an in- | 
clination to meet the autoists half way, | 
and the situation at the present time ap- | 
pears brighter than ever before to secure | 
favorable touring privileges for motor 
car owners. 

A meeting will also be held next week | 
in Trenton, at which Senator Freling- | 
huysen, the author of the present Jersey 
law, Commissioner Smith of Motor Ve-| 
hicles, and Charles T. Terry, Chairman of 
the A. A. A. Legislative Board, have been 
invited to be present.

| Hope at the Opening. 

Before the opening of the market yes- 
ferday there seemed to be a modifica- 
tion of the bearishness prevalent at the 
close of business on the preceding day, 
but this was inspired primarily by the 
better showing in the American list in 
London, the reduction in the Bank of 
England rate, and the reduction in the 
rate of the Bank of France. It was ex- 
pected that a reduction in the English 
Bank rate would be made, but it was not 
supposed that it would be dropped from 
5 per cent. to 4 per cent., the most opti- 
mistic of the traders assuming that the 
mew rate would be 4% per cent.

Attorney General’s Decision. 


Bond men were much interested in the 
@nnouncement that the Attorney General 
had decided that the dividends on rail- 
Foad stocks must be paid in cash if the 
bonds of these railroads are to remain 
legal for savings banks in this State. 
This decision was rendered in answer to 
the query of the State Superintendent of 
Banks, particularly in the case of Mis- 
Gouri Pacific, which recently declared a 
Biock dividend. Under the provisions of 
the savings bank law of this State the 
stocks of the company which had some of 
its bonds legal for savings bank invest- 
ment, must pay at least 4 per cent. a 
year. According to the Attorney General, 
the declaration of a stock dividend does 
not comply with that law. Consequently, 
unless a cash dividend is declared later 
to take the place of the stock dividend, 
the bonds will cease to be eligible as in- 
vestments for savings institutions. Bond 
men pointed out yesterday, however, that 
this ruling did not mean that the bond's 
affected would cease to be legal at once. 
The final determination will not be made 
until the expiration of thé year, but it

@eclared a stock dividend will supplement 
that dividend with a cash dividend in or- 
Ger to preserve the legality of its bonds.

DROP IN QUANTITY 
OF GINNED COTTON 


Government’s Census’ Report 
Shows Falling Off of 1,838,- 
692 Bales from 1907. 


SHARP DECLINE IN PRICE 


Sales on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change Yesterday Were Estl- 
mated at 500,000 Bales. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The Census 
Bureau to-day issued a report showing 
that the total amount of cotton in the 
United States ginned from the growth of 
1907 to Jan. 16 was 10,837,607 bales as com- 
pared with 12,176,199 bales for the same 
period last year, and 9,989,634 bales for 
the same period in 1906. The total num- 
ber of active ginnerles.was 27,370. In this 
bulletin round bales are counted as half 
bales. 

The number of round bales included is 
187,562 for 1908; 238,717 for 1907, and 270,- 
669 fer 10906. 

Sea Island included 80,187 for 1008; 56,- 
326 for 1907, and 104,710 for 1906. The dis- 
tribution of Sea Island cotton for 1908 by 
States is: Florida, 27,421; Georgia, 40,436; 
South Carolina, 12,330. 

There were ginned 9,951,505 bales to 
Jan. 1, 1908. 

The per cent. of the crop ginned to Jan. 
16 was 93.8 for 1907 and 95.2 for 1906.

GIRLS RESCUED AT A FIRE. 


They Had Gone Back Into Blazing Fac- 
tory for Their Coats. 


In a desperate effort to recover their 
wearing apparel half a dozen girls nearly 
lost their lives yesterday afternoon dur- 
ing a fire which completely destroped the 
two-story factory building of the Inter- 
rational Cork Company at 29 to 45 Rod- 
ney Street, Williamsburg. That they were 
saved from death was due to the bravery 
of four men employed in the Simpson Iron 
Company on the opposite side of the 
street. How the blaze started is not 
known, but is believed to have been due 
to an explosion on the ground floor back 
of the office. 

About 150 girls and 100 men worked in 
the factory, and when the fire started 


they rushed for the street. Hight of the 
girls went back into the building for 


return, Thomas West, James Wilkins, 
James Gartres, and Thomas Sunols, em- 
ployes of the iron works, rushed into the 
factory. They fotnd the girls groping 
about almost overcome by smoke. he 
men dragged them into the street, where 
they revived. 

Half an hour after the fire started the 
roof fell, and several firemen_had their 
hands scorched by sparks. During the 
first stages of the fire several lines of 
hose burst on account of the strong water 


pressure. The loss was placed at $75,000.

Chicago Police Crack Heads 
of Socialists Who Try to 
March to City Hail.

Hoboes Are Driven to the Sidewalks 
and Thelr Formation Disorganized

CHICAGO, Ill, Jan. 23.—Vigorous ac- 
tion by the police to-day prevented a So- 
cilalistic demonstration, but not until 
many heads were broken. As it was, 
Chief of Police Shippy at the head of a 
battalion of 300 uniformed police, as- 
sisted by a squadron of mounted police 
and fifty plain clothes men, had his hands 
full and the downtown streets for half 
an hour resembled a Donnybrook f&te 
day. 

There are many thousands of unem- 
ployed- men in Chicago and many thou- 
sand hoboes who make the city their 
headquarters every Winter. 

The Socialists conceived the idea of 
holding a huge demonstration of the un- 
employed on the Lake front, with a 
march through the streets to the City 
Hall, where a petition demanding work 
was to be presented. Chief of Police 
Shippy refused a permit for the parade, 
but the Socialists decided to defy him. 
Last night 20,000 printed handbills were 
circulated among the lodging houses call- 
ing upon the unemployed to assemble on 
the Lake front at Washington Street and 
Michigan Boulevard to-day, 

Chief of Police Shippy’s reply was an 
order assembling a battalion of police 
reserves at the central station, four 
blocks away. The ‘“‘army of the unem- 
ployed” began assembling at 8 o'clock 
this morning, but a heavy police guard 
was present, and no one was permitted to 
stop walking. The show of police 
strength awed the Socialists, and they 
decided to keep out of the affair. In- 
stead of marching, they assembled at 
their hall, at 180 Washington Street, and 
passed resolutions denouncing the police. 

Dr. Ben L, Reitman, who poses as the 
leader of the hoboes which make Chi- 
cago their headquarters, decided to lead 
the parade to the City Hall, any way. By 
a plece of strategy he formed the parade, 
and started for the City Hall by a cir- 
cultous route. 

The parade had reached State and} 
Quincy Streets when the police, warned 
by mounted police, arrived on the scene, | 
and after ten minutes of hand-to-hand 
fighting the marchers were forced to 
quit the street and take to the sidewalk, 
where in the crowds of pedestrians the 
“parade ’"’ was considerably disorganized. 

Dr. Reitman circulated word for his | 
army to reform at Jackson Boulevard | 
and Clark Street. Here a second fight 
occurred. It was at this point that Chief | 
Shippy called out all his reserves, and

It is stated that there is no reliable data 
at hand concerning skilled labor, but re- 
ports from nine savings banks_ are 
pointed out as being significant. From 
these it is shown that in the first half of 
January there was an increase of 25 per 
cent. in the number of withdrawals over 
the same period last year, but a decrease 
in the total amount paid out. Both the 
amount deposited and the number of de- 
positors show a falling off.
